LEGALIZE MARIJUANA-WHY? 


WHAT ARE THE CAUSES OF M ARIJUANA USE? 


No discussion of marijuana, whether pro or con, could he .com­ 
plete without consideration of those things which cause people to 


want to use it. 
In many ways marijuana effects arc similar to those which the 
alcohol user experiences and enjoys Marijuana has a definite re­ 
laxing effect, which the user feels is a benefit in our type of 


society. It usually alters consciousness and, this too, is a pleasur­ 


able experience to many. 
It would seem quite evident that reasons for using the drug vary 
from person to person, temperament, ego. age. life st vie and social 
and business pressures, among other things, have a hearing on 
whether a person will experiment with marijuana Continued use 
seems to depend largely on the individual desire or need so escape 


the realities of life. 
Dances, parties, festivals, religious experiences, often serve the 
purpose of the escape outlet. The occasional use of drugs to at­ 


tain release is no worse than the use of non-drug methods, 


according to the m arijuani user. 
National statistics on marijuana users who have gotten into 
serious trouble as a result of their incoherent actions seems to tell 


us quite strongly that youngsters arc not emotionally stable 
enough to ward off the temptation of continued and increased 


occasion of use. Some of the reasons given for use, by those in 


younger age groups are 


1. Studies are too demanding, along with parental desire for 


top notch grades. 
2. Parents do not understand the modern day child's needs 
caused by a much more serious atmosphere than the parents 


faced when they were young 
3. The desire to be “ one of the group" is uppermost in the 
minds of young people. Whether right or wrong, legal or 


illegal, the need to be accepted today is seemingly over­ 


whelming 
4. Lack of parental recognition is mentioned frequently by 


young marijuana users. Many feel they arc not part of a 
close family group and they need this feeling for security. 
Left without such emotional comfort, they seek acceptance 


elsewhere. 
5. Since most adult fam ily members are not marijuana users. 
the young user feels marijuana is something he can call his 
own “ thing " Father has his booze, mother her tranquilizers 


and cigarettes 
junior needs something too. 


The list of reasons youngsters use marijuana is long and often 


very contradictary. A "boil-down” of all reasons given would point 
strongly to the basic causes centering in lack of togetherness re 


lating to fam ily life, goals, achievement and rewards In short, a 


family relationship where the fam ily unit faces the world together 
and no outsider can alter the course where the parents ..ct as the 
adults and the children grow to their adulthood under a firm. 


guiding hand. 
Professor William M cGlothlin of UCLA, a man who has spent 


many years in research of marijuana, in every country, where ii is 


culturally significant, said, "m arijuana is the least harmful ut the 
drugs being currently illegally used by young persons 
I here are 


real dangers attached to its frequent use

people who experiment with marijuana are destined to experience 
the dire consequences prophesied by the early erusaders against 


the drug, they arc nevertheless flirting with danger because of
